cities, has passed over Southern California, produc- 
ing scarcely a tremor. There is not much check here 
to actual businebs for the reason that this is not a 
large manufacturing center. The infow-of new 
populatiop, accordimg to the last railroad reports 
made public, is greater, rather than less, than a 
year ago. In fact, the business depression of the 
Bast is proving an impetus to emigration. Business 
has been at such a high pressure for several years 
past that 41) business men ‘felt it incumbent upon 
them to remain at their posts of duty and watch the 
progress of things, which was so rapid as to be pos- 
sibly unsafe. The slackened pace of; business ac- 
tivity has produced a change. Very many people 
who extended their business greatly during the 
years of prosperity, and consequently are richer in 
property than before, now feel that the younger 
members of the concern can easily attend to the 
business of these duller times, and the elder ones 
are indulging the desire cherished for years past of 
making a permanent home in Southern California 
for their families. 

Look at the future of these farm lands! Here is 
a district of country whose population is very largely 
fed by the products of Middle West farms. Train- 
loads of farm products—eggs, butter, cheese, poultry, 
cured meats—come in here year by year to make up 
for the deficit of our home farm products. With

E THAW VERDICT. 

The verdict at the end of the second trial of 
Harry K. Thaw for the murder of Stanford White 
will probably meet with very general acquiescence 
on the part of the people. The judgment is that 
the defendant was insane at the time of the homi- 
cide and is still in a mental condition which ren- 
ders him unsafe to society if set at liberty. He is 
therefore condemned to restraint In the Matteawan 
asylum for the insane. 


No human mind will ever reach an absolute con- . 


clusion as to the irresponsibility of this man guilty 
of homicide. The testimony was quite sufficient to 
leave reasonable doubt In the minds of the jurors 
and to wave the defendant from the death penalty. 
At the same time it seems entirely evident to those 
who read the testimony carefully that there was no 
reasonable ground to find Thaw insane for the bare 
five seconds during the time that he rose from one 
table, went to the other and shot White and stood 
with the revolver in his hand. That his general 
mental disposition, or rather Indisposition, is one 
of instability and that when under great excitement 
he is beyond control of himself, seems to be a ‘fair 
conclusion. 


He has been now. in prison for nearly a year and 


a half and has undergone a world of mental an- 
suish. He now goes to the insane asylum for a 
longer or shorter period, and in any case he will 
have suffered exemplary puntshment. 

There would not have been a general acquiescence 
on the part of the public had the jury found him in- 
sane at ihe time of the act, sane a few moments be- 
fore and returned to a sane condiiion a few mo- 
ments after, and thus worthy to be turned loose 
on society, perhaps to suffer another “brain storm” 
in a day or @ year.

Union Telegraphers Overreach. 

The failure of the recent strike of tel- 
egraph operators has led to an at- 
tempted strengthening of their lines, 
the initial move having apparently 
been taken by the railroad telegraph 
operators. By securing the enactment 
of a law providing that after March 
1 \the working hours of railway tele- 
graph operators should not exceed nine 
hours per day. it was expected that the 
railroads would be co lied to give 
employment to about Additional op- 
erators, and thus furnish employment 
to the commercial operators, who lost 
their jobs by the recent strike. As 
there are always two parties to every 
transaction the railroad companies 
have not taken kindly to this coercion, 
and many of the roads have decided to 
bereafter use the telephone in place of 
the telegraph for a great deal of their 
work. In this work young women will 
be employed in place of telegraphers, 
and the ultimate effect of the nine-hour 
legisiation will be to further lessen 
rather than increase the number of 
telegraphers in the employ of the 
roads. The Burlington road has been 
successfully operating trains by ‘phone 
over its heaviest division, between 
Chicago and Galesburg, for several 
years. The Illinois Central, the New 
York Central lines and other big sys- 
tems have for several years had tele- 
phonic communication throughout the 
entire length of their systems. The 
proposed change is, therefore, not an 
experiment, but has been proved en- 
tirely practicable. In instances where 
the telegraph tor has also been 
station agent it is*expected that many 
women will ultimately be placed in 


charge of such stations. The railroads 


have also decided that they would 
rather spend millions in providing and 
maintaining automatic biock signals 
which never go to sleep and which 
never fail unless they spell “danger.” 
than to spend the same money in main- 
taining telegraph stations and tele- 
graph operators. The closing of sta- 
tions as telegraph stations is made 
possible by the fact that with an au- 
tomatic electric signal all that is nec- 
essary is to start trains as fast as the 
terminal block is enipty and keep 
going until a semaphore says “stop.” 
Accordingly, many of the big sys- 
tems, notably the Harriman 
have been hastening the installing of 
such signals, and the new year @nds 
them ready to_lock the telegraph keys 
in hund of stations.

UNIQUE HOLLYWOOD DWELLING 


OF OMAHA BANKER. 


Building Like Mexican Haciendas, 
and Also Reminiscent of Old Gra- 
Ninety-Acre Estate, With Secluded 
Gardens. 


What will be one of the show places 
of Southern California is slowly devel- 
oping under the hands of two Los An- 
geles architects at Hollywood. The 
California home of G. W. Wattles a 
wealthy Omaha banker fronting on 
Prospect avenue in the beautiful foot- 
hill suburb soon will be ready for oc- 
cupancy and when completed will un- 
doubtedly be one of the most notable 
show places of the Pacific Coast. 

Drawings of the house and terraced 
garden in the rear “made by Elmer 
Grey of the firm of Myron Hunt and 
Elmer Grey the architects give a faint 
idea of the beauty of the place but 
only an idea. There are nimety acres 
of land in the cobfines of the estate, 
which extends northward from Pros- 
pect avenue,. between Pacific avenue 
and Curson street, over the hills, and 
includes two large cafions, still in the 
wild estate of nature. Improvements, 
while very extensive, and involving a 
considerable expenditure, have been 
} going on so quietly that no description 
or drawings have ever before been 


There is a distinctly unique touch In 
the design of the building. The archi- 
tects term it an American adaptation 
of the Mexican type. There is also a 
hint of Southern Spain, especially of 
Granada, and also of the beautiful 
types of architecture in Northern Af- 
rica, the land of the Moors from 
whence the design was brought with 
the Moorish invasion of Spain. The 
owner has lived in Mexico, and de- 
lights In the secluded houses of the 
wealthy class in the southern republic. 

The keynote of the architects’ design 
accordingly consists of a garden, 
which, by a succession of terraces, fol- 
lows the natural rise of the foothills. 
and is surrounded with a tile capped 
masonry wall. The house stands south 
of this walled garden, almost complete- 
ly hiding it from view from Prospect 
avenue. There are ten acres between 
the house and the road, and eighty 
Sones stretching northward over the 

ills. 

Plaster over wire lath. and frame- 
work is the material used tn the bulld- 
ing. with red tile-capped walls, and 
roofs.

SPANISH INCOMPETENT. 


Another featare to consider. too, ts 
this: Spanish, at least as spoken in 
Mexico, has never been usé@ in rail- 
roading. It ‘s absolutely lacking in 
words or expressions for many things 
that are being used in railway oper®- 
tion, the natives generally using some 
mongrel adaptation of the English 
words. In Spain, it is truc, there are 
words used on the rallroads for many 
of these things. but of these the aver- 
age Mexican often knows nothing at all, 
those who do, only through books. 
The system of dispatching trains, too. 
is so Gifferent in Europe with its 
shorter fines: that even there it fs 
quite certain that many of the terms 
necessary here are unknown and un- 
translatable. Of course, this defect 
cou'd be remedied, but at first it 
would be decidedly awkward. 

The Gran Liga also demands recogni- 
tion from the ‘railroads which now 
recognize only the Brotherhood of La- 
comotive Engineers and the Order of 
Rallway Conductors, both composed 
exclusively of foreigners. Imagine the 


and his A.R.U. add the race ques- 
tion and the differences between the 
two races In temperament and educa- 
tion and you havé some idea of what 
this would be bound to lead to. 

Besides the Gran Liga proper there 
are several affiliated orders, such as 
the Union de Calderos Mexicanos and 
the Union de Mecanicos Mexicanos 
(Union of Mexican Boilermakers and 
Union of Mexican Mechanics) and sev- 
eral minor bodies. The mechanics have 
just affliated with the Liga. Their 
president is Estévan Rodriguez, who 
is employed as round-house foreman 
of the Chihuahua and Pacific Railroad, 
at Chihuahua, a hetbed of Mexican 
unionism. Of him little can be said 
except that he is much like the aver- 
age labor leader in all countries. He 
is a man of intelligence and speaks 
both English and Spanish, the former 
quite as well as any average for- 
eigner 


PRINTERS ORGANIZE. 

Nor is it in railroading alone that 
unionism is coming to the front. Print- 
ers have been organizing in various 
cities, electricians have now 4 na- 
tional organization, also the employés 
of the foundries, t car men in 
Monterey and G have 
getting together to formulate de- 
mands upon their employers. 

It has been said that Mexico was 4 
country entirely free from labor un- 
jonism, and in the past this has been 
true, but it is so no longer. In tite 
South, cigar markers and textile fac- 
tory workers have been on strike, the 
occasion being marked by violence 
whieh the government suppressed with 
an iron hand, usi the utmost se- 
verity. In this city the Gran Liga a 
few weeks since dedicated a labor ca- 
sino and Gov. Reyes and other high 
officials honored the occasion with their 
presence. in Chihuahua last October 
Gov. Creel, at his inauguration, gave 
@ reception to the unions spok- 
to them in a way that 
to encourage their leaders.

The next year we in- 
creased our acreage of bulbs to four 
acres, and the variety by the addi- 
tion of white and biuve Roman hya- 
einths and five varieties of giladioll. 
These were experimental, and we sent 
on samples when we made our ship- 
ment the next summer. 

“Our orders for the third year in- 
cluded these three new bulbs, and one 
florist gave us an unlimited order in 
all varieties. He said he would depend 
on us for a certain number of bushels 
of each variety and as many over as 
we could let him have. That fis the 
way his order has stood ever since 
then. Sometimes we are able to send 
him almost double the amount ordered, 
then again only a few bushele. We 
now supply four firms so far as I know 
with all the bulbs they use in their 
trade and for their own gardens. For 
the last three years we have planted 
tem acres, and as it is as much as we 
can handle with convenience I do not 
think we will make our bulb farm any 
larger for several years to come. As 
it now stands the work fs all done by 
our regular fleld hands, as the plant- 

and harvesting of bulbs come just 
at a time when the other crops are in 
@ measure out of the way. 

“In harvesting the bulbs I am care- 
ful not to cut and bruise them and to 
ship them before there is any danger 
of injury from frost. All the small 
and very large bulbs I keep for my 
own use, separate them, and the next 
year if the large ones produce extra 
size flowers I hold on to them until I 
get enough for shipment, when I make 
my claims and ask for an extra price. 
I am sure that the bulbs I ship now 
are larger and produce finer blossoms 
than those with which I began 


bulbs. I have not originated any va- 
rieties and have not tried to. To me 
planting of bulbs is simply a means 
of making my farm pay. Having failed 
with cotton I have put bulbs in its 
place and have made a success.”

FAST RUN THROUGH WATER. 


Capt. Ryus Has Experiences in Night 
Ride te Riverside During | 
Storm. 


During the late rains automobile 
travel was troublesome even with 
chains on rear tires. Still there were 
cases where autombiles had to be used, 
and some interesting experiences re- 
sulted. 

Last Tuesday evening the White 
Garage got a hurry call from River- 
side. The chief engineer of the Calli- 
fornia Construction Company was at 
the orange metropolis and his mother 
in Los Angeles was at the point of 
death. As the Santa Anita had to be 
forded with water three feet deep in 
the channel. and two channels of the 
San Gabriel River and a number of les- 
ser fords had to be negotiated, Man- 
ager Ryus decided to make the drive 
to Riverside and back himself with his 
own steamer, having had similar ex- 
periences in mud and water before. 
Capt. Ryus pulled out from the 
White Garage at 8 o'clock, and made 
the run to Riverside and was back at 
Seventh and Broadway again at 3 
o'clock Wednesday morning after hav- 
ing gotten the engineer to his moth- 
er's bedside. This was quick work, 
considering the conditions. 

Where the bridge is gone in Bald- 
win's ranch the flood of waters out of 
the mountains was about 150 feet 
across with the channel itself 

| ably not more than ten or twenty feet 
wide but very deep and the water boil- 
ing along in waves, the giant ripples 
carrying large boulders, some a foot 
and over in diameter. 

Capt. Ryus knew that his car would be 
half buried in the channel and the we- 
ter would be over his fire. so he stopped 
and ran his steam pressure up to 2000 
pounds, so as to have plenty of latent 
steam if his fire went out. Then he 
plunged into the waters on low ’ 
going through at about twenty miles 
an hour. At the edge of the channel 
there is a bank about a foot high on 
each side, but this was soft, as it was 
being cult away by the water all the 
time. 

+ When the front wheels dropped down 
into the channel Capt. Ryus says he 
thought he Was going to China sure, 
but there was a bottom after all. For 
the moment he feared that the wheels 
would not be able to buck the farther 
bank, but he made the bank all right. 
after a mighty jump by each pair of 
wheels with the whole 2000 pounds of 
steam thrown on. Fortunately the 
temporary road across the Santa Anita 
was familiar to Capt. Ryus so he 
knew where to drive. But on the re- 
turn trip another route was taken to 
avold this ford. '

all the impulsive men around him had to say. The vast 
scope of his mind and the catholicity of his carefully- 
formed views took im all phases of all the questions. 
Schurz urged that a proclamation to the effect that the 
abolition of slavery was the object of the war would 
create so much sentiment in England among the com- 
mon people in favor of the North that the govermment 
would not dare to recognize the Confederacy, much less 
to interfere to stop the war. 

And Schurz was right. But Lincoln, whose grasp took 


| im the whole subject, objected that the people of the 


North were intent on a war to save the Union, and were 
not in a fit state of mind to divert thetr attention from 
that to any other subject, however important it might be. 
He pleaded for time and more patient consideration of 
the subject in ail its bearings. He pointed out that the 
war Democrats were fighting for the Union and would 
not be in favor of an abolition war. The border States 
were pointed to with their thousands of Union men 
bearing the worst brunt of the war for the sake of the 
Union, who would be driven into the Confederate ranks 
by an abolition war. All through the South were Union 
men whose sympathy and ald would be sacrificed by the 
action urged by the impulsive with both eyes glued on 
one point. “Go on,” said Lincoln, with that broad 
tolerance of honest opinion which was a marked: trait 
of his character, “and educate the people up to a point 
where they will see as you see, and then we wil! do as 
you wish.” 3 

This is all an old, old story, familiar to all who re- 
member those anxious days when the Union and the 
republic hung in he balance, and no one could say 
definitely how the scales would turn. The incidents are 
not worth recalling here, excepting as they illustrate 
traits of character and their relative value as qualifica- 
tions in the make-up of men in high authority. 

On one side we have the impulse shown by Schurz and 
Sumner, on the other the patience of Lincoln, which 
never failed in this matter nor in any other. When 
Schurz wrote the President a letter intimating broadly 
that he was making a bad mess of the government, in- 
stead of going all to pieces and denouncing a major- 
general of volunteers in the field fighting and thus cre- 
ating widespread dissension, destroying discipline in the 
army and confidence in the whole country, Lincoln kept 
the matter locked up in his own great heart, merely 
writing back a private letter in which he confined his 
strictures to the broad plea that he hoped he was not 
doing any worse with his end of the business than 
Schurz with the part he was appointed to play. 

In this matter of patience and of tolerance with the 
views of others, William McKinley, another martyred 
President, was very like Lincoln. Both these great men 
always recognized how much room there ts for difference 
of opinion, the right of the humbiest American citizen 
to hold an honest opinion of his own, and the need of 
gently leading the great mass of the people up to their 
view by laying the facts before the public and giving 
time for all to digest the question in debate. 

The most trying feature of the relation of these pa- 
tient, tolerant men with those of impulse is that the 
charge of indecision is so often laid at the door of the 
man who sees both sides, or at least who recognizes the 
fact that the people do not yet see any side clearly. 
Thousands of well-meaning American citizens thought 
McKinley was the standard example of vacillation and 
indecision. Men like Senators Tillman and Jeff Davis 
are never charged with lack of decision. The difference 
is that the Lincoln and McKinley type of statesman goes 
to the root of any subject, then gives the people an op- 
portunity to grasp the facts and come to a decision be- 
fore taking action. These statesmen have decision 
enough when they get to all the roots of the subject, 
and then they have decision enough to be patient until 
the people have made up their mind. 

We know the results that came from Lincoln’s pa- 
tience. We know what McKinley accomplished for his 
country. We know the many pitfalls, snares and failures 
that lie along the path where impulse is the only light. 

“Be sure you are right, and then go ahead.” Note the 
pregnant adverb of time.

| telegraphic offices are connected with them. 


Both railroads and telegraphs are run by the govern- 
ment. The telegraphic rates are comparatively low. 
Away out here in the wilds of Africa one can send mes- 
sages far more cheaply than in the United States. I 
can send eight words from here to Uganda for 33 cents, 
and can telegraph to London about as cheaply as you 
can telegraph from New York to San Francisco. This 
is so notwithstanding the difficulty which the linemen 
have to Keep the wires in shape. I have already told 
you how the natives steal the wire from the poles and 
make bracelets, anklets and earrings of it. They can 
use it for trading, and in some districts it will pass as 
money. During the Nandi rebellion, forty-odd miles of 
wire were carried away, and never recovered, and in one 
of the provinces adjoining Uganda, above Lake Victoria, 
the natives are so crazy after the copper wire, there used, 
that it is almost impossible to keep the lines up. 


Another serious danger to the telegraph system is the 
big game. The giraffes reach up and play with the 
brackets and pull the wire this way and that. At Nai- 
vasha, the hippopotami have once or twice butted down 
the poles, and | understand they have been doing 
considerable damage to the lines along the coast near 
the Tana River. In the heart of Uganda the monkeys 
have a way of swinging on the wires and twisting them 
together which stops the transmission of many mes- 
sages, so that, indeed, the way of the lineman is hard,

EARLY DEATH OF GENIUS. 


POLAND’s Most VERSATILE SOX Digs AT THE 
AGE OF THIRTY-EIGUT. 


From a Staff Correspondent. 


WARSAW, Jan. 8.—Death has just laid itsshand upon 
a remarkable man whom competent critics have declared 
to be the most versatile genius Poland has produced in 
a century. He died at the age of 38, before his work 
was half done. Poet, painter, dramatist and sculptor, 
Stanislas Wyspianski painted a masterpiece at 25, wrote 
another at 26, and gave more literature to the world in 
the last decade of his life than the author of “Quo 
Vadis” in a lifetime. 

His life story ig as strange as his talents were great 
and varied Born in the old-world town of Cracow, 
where Poland's history is written on every stone and 
Italian architects have laid their mark on every house, 
he grew up among traditions and things beautiful. 
The son of a sculptor, he began to work with his chisel. 
But he worked with his brain as well as his hands, and 
the thought of the foreign yoke under which his people 
groaned weighed heavily upon him. This melancholy is 
common to Polish and Russian youth. They drown it, 
or try to drown it, in dissipation. Wyspianski did like- 
wise, and toiled like the proverbia] negro as well. 

His health began to fail him. Then in Cracow began 
a movement among the Bohemians to get away from the 
hysterical women of their class. Artists, poets and 
sculptors married peasant women—healthy, nerveless, 
ignorant. The new race which sprang from these 
unions they believe are destined to liberate Poland. 
Wyspianski was sufficiently attracted by the movement 
to have his peasant woman.

Beauty 
of language, Dantelan strength, immense dramatic 
effect, a portrayal of the events of everyday life, blended 
with an exhibition of the supernatural, are worked into 
a play which only a master hand could save from melo- 
drama, and, in saving it, produce an effect that keeps 
its audience spelibound and breathless. Many. other 
pieces followed this “Wedding,” including “Deliver- 
ance,” “Boleslas the Bold,” “Casimir the Great.” “Lele- 
wel,” “The Rock,” and several plays and poems built 
after the Greek model. 

Many times he was at the point of death, and many 
times his strong spirit, which said he must work, tri- 
umphed over the pain-wracked, diseased body. His 
great grief, some months before his death, was that he 
lost the power over the fingers of his right hand, and 
could no longer paint. But he made the doctor fix a 
pencil to his bandages, and wrote. The proofs of his 
last drama, “Judges,” were corrected in this way for 
publication in book form, a couple of weeks before his 
death. There is little doubt that had he lived, his 
work, which improved steadily every year, would have 
won for him world-wide recognition. He was a fervent 
Roman Catholic, and, though suffering agonies and con- 
scious to the last moment, died with that calmness that

IMPRESSIONS OF A YEAR SPENT 
AMONG EsKIMOs. 
From New York Sun. 
J of Danish Greeiand, whose father was 


woman of Danish Greenland, whose father was a 

Dane and who has lived most of his twenty-seven 
years in his native land, has written a book on his life 
for a year in the land of the Smith Sound natives, the 
most northern people of the world. The book has been 
translated from Danish into German and is attracting 
much attention because it has great literary merit, and 
as the story of a primitive people it is unique. 

He had rate advantages for writing such a narrative, 
because he is an educated man, trained as an ethnolo- 
gist and partly of the same blood as-the tribe that 
opened their doors and hearts to him. He went among 
them as a brother, they awakened his sympathy and 
affection, and their idiom differs so little from his own 
that he was one of them from the day they first saw 
him. 

They told him everything, and when he left them for 
Denmark he wrote the first book that has ever been de- 
voted wholly to these natives. The German edition is 


entitled “Neue Menschen,” and it has been published 


in Bern, Switzerland. 

The purpose here is simply to give a few incidents of 
Rasmussen's life among these people and some of his 
impressions of them. He was their comrade in the 
merrymakings with which they brighten the sunless 
winter, and he joined them in the hunts for bear, wal- 
rus, reindeer and seals, and in the spring killing of the 
birds which they pack away for winter use. 

They liked him and wished him to live with them al- 
ways. They would be happy if only he would marry 
one of the native giris and settle down. So one winter 
evening when the hut was crowded with people old 
Sorkrark arose impressively and made a little speech: 

“Are not our maidens good enough for you?” he said. 
“See, there are Isigaitsork and Amimik. Isigaitsork 
has the longer hair if that will please you, and she has 
a brand new fox skin. | 

“Now, we must tell you that it does not do for a 
young, unmarried man to be traveling around our coun- 
You will ruin our good opinion of you and make 
yourself a laughing stock. There is only one young 
bachelor among us, and he is a babbling idiot. [This is 
a fact. He has been mentioned by explorers.] | 

“Among all things a man should possess, the chief is 
a wife. The first thing he gets is a woman, and next 
come his dogs, and then a canoe, and last, and most dif- 
ficult to get, is a gun. 

“You have all these things except a wife. Who will 
keep your things in order and your hut warm and go 
along to help you when you travel? The wife always 
goes with her man on his journeys if possible, and if 
not, he borrows somebody else's wife.” 

Rasmussen does not inform us what response he made 
to this appeal. Old Sorkrark is known as the greatest 
bear hunter among his people, but he did not shine on 
this occasion as a matrimonial agent. The people said 
he must tell Rasmussen the story of some of his big 
hunting exploits, but he long refused. 

“When I go out with my dogs after a bear,” he said, 
“it is not long before his meat is in the cooking pot. 
That is all I have to say.” 

One day, however, he yielded to persuasion and Ras- 
mussen heard the first and last story he would tell. 

“It was on a winter night and very cold,” he said, 
“and I knew that bears would be watching around the 
holes in the ice where the seals come up to breathe. I 
went out with my dogs and soon I dimly saw a Lear 
through the twilight. 

“I gave chase, and my dogs were overhauling him 
when he disappeared within a cave in the ice. When I 
came up I sent the leader of my dog team into the cave, 
for a bear in this way may often be driven out from 
his retreat without injury to the dog. But in a moment 
I heard a cry, and my dog staggered out and died at 
my feet. 

“I said to myself that I was going to get the bear. I 
could not use my spear in the small cave, and so [ put 
my knife between my teeth and went in on my hands 
and knees. It was very dark and I could see nothing, 
but I could hear the breathing of the bear. I hugged 
the ground and made no noise as I crept forward, inch 
by inch. 

“At last I felt the animal’s warm breath in my face. 
My biade was long, and I drew back and made a mighty 
lunge. At the same time a terrible blow fell on my 
body, and I lost my senses. . 

“I do not know how long I lay there in the cave, but 
when I came to myself my first thought was of my dead 
dog. Then I felt around, thinking I had killed the bear, 
but he was not in the cave. 

“I was very sore, but managed to crawl outside, and 
a few rods away I saw my bear sitting on the ice and 
heard his moans and knew he was in trouble. I grasped 
my spear and crept toward him and came near enough 
to see that his breast was covered with blood and that 
I had driven my knife straight through his snout, and 
it was still in the wound. 

“My right arm was not hurt, and I got up on my 
feet and drove my spear through his heart.” 

It is the custom in Danish West Greenland, where 
Rasmussen was born, for the young native women to 
gather around a new-comer and help him off with his 
overclothing. He forgot that the Smith Sound natives 
might not be acquainted with this act of courtesy and 
hospitality, and when he first reached them on his 
sledge he held out his feet to a young woman expecting 
that she would pull off his boots. She dropped her eyes 
and blushed, but made no move to perform the ex-

NEW COLORADO GAME BIRD.

In habits they are 
much like grouse and ptarmigan. They thrive best at 
timber line and subsist on pine, spruce and hemlock 
boughs and mountain berries. 

Mr. Kendrick, who is tremendously interested in birds 
and animals, has had an ambition for sometime to 
start the breeding of these birds in Colorado use of 
their rarity and beauty. He has already bred and lib- 
erated thousands of pheasants, but the capercailzie were 
hard to get. For months he has had a commission in 
Sweden for two perfect birds. As the result of this or- 
der the two arrived Saturday. 

The capercailzie is almost as large as and similar in 
habits to the American wild turkey, with the advantage 
that it can endure much more severe hardships and cold 
weather and will live on food such as is obtainable from 
the treetops, if necesssary, when the ground is deeply 
covered with snow. 

Mr. Kendrick will keep the birds at the park until 
they breed, his plan being to take the young to the most 
suitable places in the mountains and liberate them. — 
[Denver Post.

WINTER SERVICE IN THE GREAT 
LAKES LIGHT STATIONS. 


By a Special Contributor. 


N THE Great Lakes, where the January wind 
waists over tne water trom out of the north and 
chills it until, at last, the cold grips deep and turns 
the heaving surface into a wide expanse of ice, the gov- 


winter the lakes are almost deserted. The keepers, 
however, stick to their posts al] winter long, lest some 
mariner, with nerve enough to brave the winter's biast 
and the ice floes, need their guiding eye to point the 
way home. 

Along certain parts of the coast of the Great Lakes 
there are more lighthouses to the mile than on any 
other coast in the world. These light stations are of 
every style and type known to marine architecture. 
There are houses with towers sticking out of the roof, 


takes of the great water-supply system of that city. On 
each of these a lighthouse is located. Here the-keepers 
have a better time, for they have the company of the 
men who work at the intakes, keeping them clear of ice. 

During the last of the summer months the lighthouse 
tenders make rounds of all the houses and stock them 
with sufficient provision and fuel to last them through 
the wimter. Each house is stocked like a fort ‘or a 
siege, and everything is figured out to a nicety, allowing 
just so much of each article for every Gay. Then they 
prepare for the war which the winter storms and the 
ice will wage upon them. 

Early in the fall the lighthouse is a noisy place. The 
wind howls from every quarter of the compass and the 
waves wash over the foundations and lap up the sides 
of the stone walls as if they would suck everything into 
the depths. But the howling winds only lull the keepers 
to sleep in the daytime and help to keep him awake at 
night. They cause him no anxiety, except as a fore- 
warning of the days to come. 

With the first snowstorm there comes a change over 
the face of the water. It begins to lose its bright color 
and the wild waves are not quite so noisy. The winter 
progresses, and one snowstorm follows another; the 
wind is not quite so fierce as in the fall. Frost takes a

But the light stations 
are divided into two general classes—those that are built 
on the headlands and those that are built out in the 
lake on shoals or the ends of the breakwaters. 


All of them serve one purpose, that of guiding the 
mariner on his way, and the difference of construction 
is an aid to the navigator, for by looking at the light- 
house he can tell through its peculiar characteristics 
which one it is and thus locate his position on the lake. 

The light stations on the shoals and the breakwaters, 
located far out in the lake, have to stand the brunt of 
the winter storms. It is in these stations that the 
keeper leads a precarious existence through the long 
winter months. He is besieged by cold and ice floes, 
and has no communication with the outer world save 
by a telephone, which is often out of order, leaving him 
for weeks at a time with no human companion, save 
when some passing steamer or the lighthouse tender 
gets in hailing distance. Even then he only gets a 
chance to talk by signal. 


These stations in the lake are built on foundations of 
stone, which extend down to bedrock. The foundation 
is protected on the side toward the open lake by a bulk- 
head of wood sheathed with iron to fend away the ice 
packs and keep them from shoving the foundation out 
of place. These bulkheads are built high enough to 
break the force of the ice floes, which otherwise would 


pile up and push the lighthouse itself from the founda- 
tion. | 


There 1s a cluster of these lighthouses about every 
harbor on the Great Lakes, and others are located along 


the channels to show the way from one lake to the other. 
Here and there on high headlands between ports a single 
light is built to keep coasting boats from going to their 
destruction.

Silence is gradually gaining an upper hand. Finally 
there comes a day when the wind ceases, and the cold 
takes a firmer hold. The fine snow, falling in the water 
does not melt, but floats in long streaks of gray on the 
surface. Then the thermometer makes a dive at the 
zero mark, and in its efforts to hit it a rap often goes 
several degrees below that mark. 


The night of the first floe settles down without a 
sound. Silence is the victor, and no matter how much 
you strain your ear, éhere is not the faintest sound, 
from out of doors, that strikes upon its drum. The 
keeper on watch stares out into the blackness which the 
bright eye of the light hardly pierces, and shivers as the 
cold comes in through every crevice. 


The clock slowly ticks off the seconds for hours, and 
nothing breaks the silence until past midnight, when a 
steamer from Milwaukee which makes daily runs all 
winter, except on the days that it is unable to get 
through the floes, comes down from the north. As it 
passes, the officer on the bridge signals “passed ice to 
eastward,” and then the line of lights which mark the 
existence of the steamer passes on to the southward 
and leave the night all the blacker. 


Four hours later strange little noises begin to disturb 
the air. Faint cracklings are heard around the base of 
the lighthouse.

The largest moonshine still recently destroyed had a 
capacity of 900 gallons. It was located in the woods 
eight miles east of Eatonton, Ga. The chief operator 
was a white man known as “Wild Bill.” The plant was 
hiiden along the border of a big creek, where a large 
upright steam boiler formed a part of the distilling out- 
fit, and great quantities of liquor flowed into the creek 
when the revenue men used their axes in demolishing 
the plant.

Two coal prospectors captured by moonshiners had 
an exciting experience lately in the Kentucky mountains, 
according to a revenue man who has been visiting 
Washington. These men, J. W. Thomas and C. W. 
Jameson, of Chicago, had penetrated the Cumberland to 
a@ point near Harzar, Ky., when the mountaineers. mis- 
taking them for revenue men, captured them and car- 
ried them to a cave where a moonshine still was hid- 
den. Here the moonshiners with grim humor ser the 
two surprised men to work in aiding the illicit business 
which, it was supposed, they had been sent to suppress. 

The smallest still ever confiscated by the revenue men 
and lately sent to the Treasury Department, was found 
to consist merely of a gallon can, a quart can and a 
small copper coil connected to the cap of the quart ves- 
sel and passing thence to the larger. The corn from 
which the mash was made was carried in bottles by the 
operator, a peripatetic moonshiner who lugged the little 
still in his valise through the thirst zones of Georgia. 


Women Giving Most Trouble. 


Women moonshiners have lately been giving the reve- 
nue officers more trouble than have the men of this 
desperate class. Betsy Simms, a giantess and a great 
beauty, who, although only 22, has for six years evaded 
the revenue men who have watched her along the line 
between the two Carolinas. was lately captured by three 
deputies, whom she gave a long and exciting chase. 
Sent to jail at Raleigh for four months, she set fire to a 
door in the prison, and, being caught by the jailer just 
as she was about to escape, she promptly stabbed him 
with a knife, but after a desperate struggle he over- 
powered her and locked her in another cell. Two 
months previously she had sold nine barrels of’ moon- 
shine within sight of the South Carolina line. The 
three deputies attempted to arrest her, but she fled into 
South Carolina, and just as they came upon her she gave 
a peculiar cry which brought a cavalcade of rescuers 
from the mountains. The deputies, although frightened 
off this time, caught her later, and on each of her three 
days in court she appeared in a different costume, gaudy 
in the extreme. 


Another woman found to be operating an illicit still 
some time before this, upon a mountain near Marshall, 
N. C., could not be taken to jail because she weighed 350 
pougds, and there was no way to transport her down the 
steep mountain slope. About the same time the Federal 
commissioner at Owensboro, Ky., wired Washington for 
permission to hold court in the open air in order to 
try one Jane Wolsey, a moonshiner weighing 499 pounds 
and who was too fat to squeeze through the Courthouse 
door.

CURIOUS CASTLES CONSTRUCTED BY 
ANTS IN TROPICAL LANDs.

M wo of the lower animals appear to mimic the 


works of man. Spiders weave, birds plait straw, 
and among the bees and wasps there are masons 

and carpenters. Minute insects, working together in 
vast communities, erect buikdings of considerable size. 

The most conspicuous of these insect-made structures 
are the work of the white ants, or termites. These little 
creatures, which abound in hot countries, build either in 
wood or in adobe, according to the material at their 
dispusal and the nature of the country they inhabit. 
Strictly speaking, the termites are not ants. Zodlogy, 
which classes animals by structure and pedigree, places 
them in a lower division of the insect class. They were 
called ants at first, because they resembled those insects 
in their social habits and policy. And in view of their 
industry, which is quite on a par with that of the true 
ants, the appellation is retained as a courtesy title. 

White anis seem to have been first observed in Africa. 
A hundred years ago Smeathman wrote an elaborate :Je- 
scription of the “remarkable ant hills cast up in those 
parts"’—the Gambia—by “pismires,” as he calls them. In 
the landscape of the South African veldt these struc- 
tures, to which the name “termitary” has been given, 
are conspicuous objects. They are casties built of clay. 
A little tewer is first erected, then another close by, 
and over such a group of towers the insects construct a 
more or less regular dome. When finished, the build- 
ing sometimes presents an odd resemblance to a Turk- 
ish mosque, having a convexity in the center sur- 
rounded by a cluster of long and short minarets of cluy. 
Exposure to the sun renders the material as hard as 
rock. Hunters resort to old ant hills, which are often 
twenty feet high, to ambush the wary deer of the coun- 
try. In the Boer war, these structures were used as 
ready-made breastworks by the sharpshooters, or, broken 
into with the spade, their hollow interiors made handy 
field ovens for the troops. 


Dig into a “formicary,” and you find it riddled with 
tunnels and galleries. The passages are thronged with 
a multitudinous creeping life. White, soft-bodied little 
creatures, a few decimals of an inch long, are crowding 
one another up spiral runways, cunningly graded on the 
inner walls of the turrets in order to save the labor of 
@ vertical ascent, or disappear underground in the depths 
of cavernous subways. All around the corridors there 
are cells; magazines for storing provisions, chambers 
for preserving eges in-—just as in the catacombs of the 
common ant. The plan of the interior is difficult to 
trace. But on a general view the pnssages ramify, like 
the branches of a tree, and finajly unite in a main trunk, 
a big tunnel which penetrates beneath the surface of 
the ground. 

It was thence that the workers procured their build- 
ing material; and the size of the excavation is propor- 
tional to the extent of the superstructure. The castle, 
then, is built over a burrow, or quarry of clay; and if 
the surface soil happens to be sandy the ants mine 
through it to reach the clayey sub-soil. 


A hard task, one imagines, for these small, soft in- 
sects. But there are thousands—nay, millions—of work- 
ers; and, although their bodies are tender, their man- 
dibles and jaws are made of the same horny substance, 
ealled “chitin,” as are the wing cases of beeties. With 
these tools they take out microscopic grains of clay, roll 
them over their tongues and mix them with salivary 
juices. In this way they mold with their jaws a pellet 
of adobe. One might call them “jawsmiths,” and so 
give a respectable meaning to a word which, “humanly 
speaking,” connotes a vicious, not an industrious, use 
of the muscles and apparatus of the mouth. The minute 
bricks which the insects make are soft and sticky 
enough to cohere without any mortar, as they are laid 
in place by crowds working together in the dark, yet in 
perfect order. For, strange to say, these ants possess 
only the rudiments of eyes; they are blind. By way of 
compensation their other senses must be extraordinarily 
sharp, otherwise they would not be able to work to- 
gether with the precision and unity of effort which they 
display. 3 

The mainspring of their ceaseless activity lies hidden 
deep within the formicary. By patiently excavating un- 
der the dome, which turns out to be a vault covering a 
nest of compartments, a flat floor is exposed. This is 
the roof of the so-called “royal chamber,” the largest 
room in the building, six inches long when completed. 
In there the queen termite lies confined, realing of a 
continuous chain of eggs at the wonderful rate of one 
every second. A queen in name, she is a slave to her 
fecundity, imprisoned for a life term. When the sterile 
workers led her down into this dungeon, she was only 
an inch long, but the chamber fitted her with a little 
space to spare. It was made to her measure with open- 
ings by which the workers could enter the cell, feed the 
captive, and remove the eggs. As the queen teemed 
with eggs, she increased In bulk. The workers there- 
upon enlarged the chamber, but they did not allow the 
queen room to turn round in. She has to Ile stil! in 
her egg-producing state, a bloated, curious figure—the 
head and foreparts of an insect apparently protruding 
from a white doughy mass, shaped like a Vienna roll, 
which is the enormously swollen abdomen. 

This then is the heart of the mystery. The ant castle 
is a gigantic incubator. Al the tofl of the million in- 
sect workers in clay is directed to this end: to erect a 


| structure proof against the weather, and thick enough 


to insure a properly-regulated temperature. In North-

thousand, warming them with fires of cow-dung fuel.

Solidly as it is built, the ant castle, like human build- 
ings, is exposed to dilapidations. Thieves break in to 
steal and kill. The worst enemy of the African termite 
is the Cape anteater, a comical-looking pig-snouted 
beast whose long claws are well adapted to breach the 
walls. He thrusts a long sticky tongue into the hole 
he makes, and withdraws it covered with ants. Against 
him the termites have no defense; but they can rely on 
the machine-like regularity of the queen to fill the va- 
cancies in their ranks. Gaps in the castle walls, how- 
ever made, are rapidly repaired by the working gangs. 
Otherwise their cousins and enemies, the true ants, 
would get in and play the mischief with the eggs and 
young. 


Insect raids, however, they are prepared to meet on 
even terms. Then the soldier class comes to the front; 
big-headed, aggressive-looking giants of half an inch 
or more in length step into the breach. When ant 
meets ant then comes the tug of war. The defenders 
resist stoutly every attempt of the robber horde to Iia- 
vade their stores of gums and sugar, and the even more 
precious eggs on which the future of the race depends. 


As residents of thé tropics know to their damage. 
white ants can use their jaws on wood as well as on 
earth. Very destructive their operations are, when they 
tunnel, unseen and unsuspected, through the woodwork 
of a house. In the forests there is unlimited scope for 
their activities, and the dead wood which théy remove 
is no loss to the trees. In the warm parts of Central 
and South America the woods are full of the nests of 
termites, or wood ants, as they are called in Guiana. 
Irregularly-shaped gwellings, as big as footballs or small 
kegs, and of the color and texture as bark, they 
are generally taken at first sight for natura] excrescences 
on the trunks or limbs of the trees. But what appwars 
like a tumor of solid wood is in reality a nest, honey- 
combed with passages, built on a similar plan and for 
the same ends as the clay castle. It is made of minute 
morsels of wood agglutinated together, and is often 
placed at the first fork of the branches. From the nest 
a covered way, not more noticeable against the bark 
than a trickle of dried sap, which it resembles, winds 
down the trunk to a burrow situated at the foot of the 
tree. The inundations of the rainy seasons may huve 
driven the termites to ascend the trees and build there 
for additional security; but all forest-dwelling animals, 
it has been noted, are Influenced by their environment 
and become more or less arboreal in habit. 


Whatever the material which they use, be it wood or 
clay, the spirit in which they work is the same that ani- 
mates the higher social] insects. There are no other 
such altruists in nature as the neuter workers that form 
the majority in the ant and bee communities. Maeter- 
linck has celebrated in melliifluous prose the self-morti- 
fying devotion of the honey bee to the interests of the 
hive. The white ants are equally devoted to the service 
of their queen. This term reminds us that the first ob- 
servers of insect politics Nved under a monarchy, and 
naturally interpreted what they saw as homage and 
tribute paid to a solitary superior, designated by its 
size to rule, a monarch in virtue of its inches, Ike the 
King of Lilliput. After an exhaustive study of the hab- 
its of ants had revealed the curious division of labor 
and sexual functions among the individuals of the 
state, and the imprisonment of the so-called queen, the 
analogy of a kingdom fell to pieces. The ant govern- 
ment looked more like a socialist tyranny, concerned 
solely with the perpetuation of the race. Any inter- 
pretation of insect life in human terms is bound of 
course to be fanciful. But im view of the facts we may 
fairly conclude that the gray matter of the white ant is 
imbued with one fixed idea, an inherited instinct, that, 
come what may, the race should not be allowed to 
perish. 

Nature, “so careful of the type.” as Tennyson sings. 
impianted that motive in the species millions of years 
ago. Thus the white ants treat the huge teeming 
mother as a sacred thing, and defend her as the palila- 
dium on which depends the prosperity of the race, of 
which they might regard her, could they think in ab- 
stract terms, as the incarnate spirit. 


And they have their work to do in the world, these 
humble and very prolific insects. Their buildings have 
engaged our attention. But we must not forget that in 
removing subsoil, and aé@rating the lower strata through 
the tunnels they make, they -perform the same function 
as the earthworm, whose services to agriculture as a 
pioneer were first pointed out by Darwin. The kind that 
inhabit the forest are equally useful in disintegrating 
and removing great quantities of dead or decaying 
wood. ; F. W. REID.

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FOWLS 
THE ART OF FINISHING A FOWL FOR 
TABLE USE. 


HE poultryman, above all others, should have the 

finest poultry for his own table. The art of finish- 

ing a fowl for table use is not well understood in 
this country, as any one who has ever eaten poultry in 
Europe will readily agree. We have a _ habit in this 
country of going out to the poultry yard and picking out 
a fowl at random whenever we want chicken for dinner. 
No English housewife would think of making a selection 
from the flock in this way. She requires that a fowl be 
put in table condition before she places it on her table. 

To make a hen who has lived beyond the age of use- 
fulness as tender, sweet and palatable as a spring 
chicken is not a hard task. Such a hen will be very 

-fat, yet the fat will be distributed among the fibers of 
the flesh in such a way that as the fat melts in the 
process of cooking it will be retained to a great extent 
in the flesh, giving it flavor and making it tender, in- 
stead of leaving it flavorless and stringy. 

To properly fit fowls for the table they should be shut 
im a rather small enclosure. If but four or five are to be 
fitted at one time, they may be put in a crate only large 
enough to give them plenty of standing room. Such a 
crate should have a slatted bottom, so the droppings wil] 
fall through, the slats being about one inch or rather 
less apart. Support the crate on trestles a foot or two 
above the floor of the building in which it is kept. If 
the hens can be kept in a dim light between meals they 
will do better than if kept in a strong light all the time. 

Feed them a mixture of corn mea! and wheat mid- 
dlings made into a thin batter-like mixture, only rather 
thicker than batter, such as is used in making buck- 
wheat cakes. If thinned until it pours slowly from the 
vessel in which it is mixed it will be right. 

Hens fed such a mixture do not need water. Give 
them three feeds a day in a trough or similar receptacle, 
taking the feed away as soon as they quit eating. Mix 
only enough for each feed at a time, and keep the ves- 
sels in which it is mixed and fed clean. Give each hen 
a little tallow each day, say a lump the size of a small 
marble. 

It will take from ten to fourteen days to properly fit 
a hen by this method, but when she is ready for the 
table she will be a revelation to any one who has been 
accustomed to eating such poultry as is usually found in 
the market. 

Those who do not keep poultry regularly, but have a 
coal-house or other outbuilding in which a few hens 
could be kept for a short time, will find it worth while 
to buy live hens and finish them for home use. In such 
a case, but two or three should be fitted at a time, as 
they lose their appetites after being fed in this way for 
two weeks or so.—[Home 


Starting in the Business. 


A good time to make a start in poultry keeping is in 
the fall. The beginner who buys a few fowls in the 
fali and carefully watches them through the winter; 
learns a great deal before he is called upon to take care 
of young chicks and attend to the details of bringing 
the brood forward from the shell to maturity. 

It is cheaper to buy fowls than eggs to start with, and 
fowls may be bought cheaper in the fall than in the 
spring, after they have been kept through the winter. 

Even if but two hens and a cock are bought to start 
with, these will produce enough eggs next spring to 
start a goodly flock. To buy eggs for this purpose 

_ would cost a considerable sum of money, and the buyer 
would take the chances that go with eggs shipped from 
a distance. For a few dollars a trio of fowls can be 
bought during the fall or early winter, and they can be 
studied during the coming months, until a very fair no- 
tion of what is necessary may be acquired by any one 
whose powers of observation are well developed. 

A good many fail in the poultry business because they 
undertake to do too much in the beginning. The most 
extensive breeder of high-priced fancy poultry in this 
country began with a dozen fowls on a town lot. He 
took the best care of them, attended to every little de- 
tail, and grew up into a business that now takes a big 
farm and amounts to about $40,000 a year. His strain 
of fowls is known around the earth, and his future is 
secure, yet when he began his highest ambition was to 
breed good fowls on a modest little place that he could 
call his own. This man is on the right side of 40 years, 
has a beautiful home, a charming wife and a million 
friends, all because he liked poultry and took good care 
of it.—{Home Magazine.

Brahmas also do well on land too damp 
and low for the Wyandotte or Rock, but the two latter 
varieties, together with the Orpington, are the best win- 
ter layers of any breeds. 


If you start chicken farming with the sole ea of pro- 
ducing eggs for eating purposes and fowls for the table, 
it will not pay you to keep pure breeds. Good crosses 
will grow faster and fatten sooner. For a table fowl 
you will not easily beat a half-breed Indian Game and 
Buff Orpington; while a hen that is half Orpington and 
half Brown Leghorn is one of the finest and steadiest 
layers in existence. 

One chicken raiser has five acres of grass land, an- 
other a mere plot of ground behind a suburban villa. 
The former can with. care raise any breed of chicken 
he pleases, but the latter will surely fail if he tries to 
keep white Leghorns or other light-colored fowls. Let 
him stick to Minorcas and such like dark-plumaged 
birds.

fully than do white birds. At the same time, it must be 
remembered that there is no best breed. The chicken 
farmer will soon find out this fact by bitter experience. 
What he wants and, to be successful, must have, is a 
good strain of almost any breed. ' 

| Volumes have been written about feeding chickens, 
_ but the fact remains that, so long as the birds get plenty 
of green food and a sufficiency of grit, they will do well 
on almost any food. Only remember that a certain 
amount of change is essential, and for birds that have 
no run, and so cannot pick up insects for themselves, a 
certain amount of meat is necessary. For winter layers 
and for moulting birds meat or bone meal is absolutely 
n , and if you want your fowls to lay in winter 
give them a warm breakfast every day. 

Laying hens must not be fed too liberally, or 
will soon become too fat to lay, and if you don’t 
eggs with shells too thin to travel, be sure that 
| fowls have a good supply of lime in the shape of 
cined oyster shells or old mortar. 

Clean water is most necessary for all fowls, 
bathe in, but to drink. A little tincture of iron 
water trough is strongly recommended by many chick 
farmers. In the way of a bath poultry prefer a 
dry dust to anything else which you can offer them. 

For poultry rearing on a large scale an incubator 
necessary. It is worth remembering that the best place 
for an incubator is a cellar, and that the eggs should 


never be washed before being put in, but merely wiped | 


with a cloth ‘The eggs must be turned carefully,' and 
in hot weather must be sprinkled with water on the eigh- 
teenth and nineteenth days of incubation. 

Fowls will not flourish unless their houses are clean 
and dry. It is far easier to keep movable houses clean 
than fixed ones. All chicken-houses must be white- 
washed twice a year, and, if you mix a little paraffin 
with the whitewash, insects and parasites are discour- 
Chickens will rarely enter their roosts by day, 
therefore they should have shelter of some kind outside 
from rain and sun.—[Pearson’s Weekly. 


Blind Poultry Farmer. 


Capt. Peirson Webber, a retired army officer, abso- 
lutely blind, has secured a high place in the list of stu- 
dents after a three months’ course in poultry farming 
at University College, Reading. 

He has given the following account of how he ob- 
tained his knowledge of poultry to the Daily Mirror: 

“When first the shock of blindness entirely changed 
my life and its surroundings, it appeared for a time as 
if there was but little to live for; but gradually the 
example of other blind men gave me encouragement, in 
in a few years I was able to read by means of Braille, 
to make use of embossed shorthand, and to use a type- 
writer. 

“As a natural fondness for an outdoor life led me to a 
life of country habits, it was not long before I was very 
much interested in the profitable poultry problem, and 
devoted myself to poultry farming at Stockton, near 
Rugby. 

“The actual management was learned by a practical 
imitation of all the best and most reliable advice I could 


obtain, and in the course of time I was able to remove | 


obstructions that hampered profit by simple mechanical 
appliances to reduce labor. 

“I worked hard at both the practical and scientific skie 
of the question, and then attended the terminal course 
at University College, Reading, and now hold the termi- 
nal course certificate in aviculture.”"—{London Daily 
Mirror.

R. T. ARCHIBALD sends me the following ac- | 
count of bee feeding. It is evidently written from 
actual experience and is interesting: 
of the apiarist. The grain raiser may succeed in com- 
paratively dry years, for mostly every season has its 
spring rain—enough at least to save his crops. 

It is different with the beekeeper. I refer to the | 
mountain bee man. The sage plant on which he depends 
for a flow of nectar requires three months fo mature. 
It starts to grow as soon-as the first rains go down to 
its roots. Enough at least to soak the hills to a depth 


of eighteen inches. This with the spring rains insures 
a crop. Every thoughtful bee keeper knows that the 
dry seasons are the ones in which he 
hardest to care for the apiary. 
men fail. They become discouraged. 
must either feed or he must move his bees to other fields. 
The latter course is easily followed by those haviag only 


a few swarms; but to the extensive bee man out of the 


question. How to feed and what to feed is the query. 
In 1904, I fed both syrup made from sugar, and honey, 
and lost half of my hives. Those that survived came 
through in fine shape. They simply stole the food from 
the other hives, thus leaving them to starve. It would 
have been better for me had I left them alone and saved 
my money. A bee is like a drunkard. While the man 
who likes liquor is kept out of the way of it he is all 
right. Give him a taste, and he is wild. Just so with 
the bee. Lay down a piece of honey in the yard when 
the bees are idle, and you raise pandemonium. They go

American apple growers ought to know that this 
cargo of apples was infested with the most destructive 
inseet with which the fruit growers of Japan have to 
contend. It is a universal apple pest in that country. 
Alarming as it may be to receive thousands of boxes in- 
fested with this apple fruit borer from one of our Coast 
States, it is reassuring that the fruit was not given en- 
try to California. I do not find that this destructive in- 
sect has been finally classified, though Matsumara calls 
it Laverna herellera. In fact, some doubt as to its iden- 
tity has been introduced into the discussion. Dr. How- 
ard thinks the insect reported in British Columbia and 
Washington is the real Japanese apple borer. At any 
rate the infection discovered in San Francisco was so 
damaging to the fruit that its introduction into Cali- 
fornia would have been a calamity. Its attack upon 
the fruit is very similar to that of the codling moth, 
and with both these pests turned loose in an apple sec- 
tion, the growers would well throw up the sponge.

Dishonest Orange Packing. 


CORRESPONDENT of the Fruit and Produce 

News makes some serious charges against a few 
of the orange packers of this State. He must be very 
sure of his ground, for although he mentions no names 
he does name the locality, so that it would be easy to 
discover the guilty party, and then signs his full name, 
thus rendering himself liable to prosecution for libel, 
unless he could prove his charges. 

The charge is that some packers are putting up 
oranges of the size 200 and marking them 176, in some 
cases making boxes shorter so that they will just hold 
176 oranges of the 200 size. Thus they gain twenty-four 
oranges on @ box, and get usually a higher price. There 
is good reason for a law establishing a standard size 
for orange boxes and fixing a penalty for using any 
other. Although there is no such penalty now, it seems 
as if there ought to be some way to reach such 
swindiers. Sueh dishonest practices give Florida fruit 
a very bad reputation in market.—{Florida Agricul- 
turist. ‘ 


Railroad Deficit. 


ONSUL-GENERAL MILLER, of Yokohama, notes the 

fact of a deficit of $410,000 in the revenues of the Japa- 
nese railway in Manchuria, “for its first business period.” 
And now the taxpayers of Japan will have to add that 
amount to their tax budget. Experiences of this kind are 
not calculated to draw the American people toward the 
government ownership of railways. Since the trans- 
continental lines are equipping their roads with their 
own fruit cars, and prospects for car plenitude have be- 
come brighter, there will be less Incentive toward pub- 
lic ownership talk among Californians. The promise 
of better and prompter services for our fruit products 
has stilled much of the clamor of the fruit men who 
had many discouraging experiences during the last few 
years.

acid, benzoate of soda, sulphate of copper, sulphur diox- 
ide, formaldehyde and salicylic acid when contained in 
foodstuffs. 

Dr. Wiley said the expulsion of these and kindred 
drugs from the body is performed almost entirely by 
the kidneys, and that he is satisfied the term of Amer- 
ican life would be lengthened if the use of such drugs 
in foods were wholly discontinued. He said he was 
convinced that kidney disease, so prevalent among Amer- 
ieans, is partly the result of constant Introduction into 
the system of such preservative substances as benzoate 
of soda carried in foods. 

Discussing sulphur dioxide and its injurious effects, 
Dr. Wiley told the committee of a discovery just made 
by him that salt solution is a perfect substitute for sul- 
phur in the whitening and drying of fruit. He exhib- 
ited samples of apples dried experimentally by the bu- 
reau. The sulphured fruit was not so white or tender 
as the salt-cured. 

The Ventura County Fruit Growers’ Association, re- 
cently organized to take defensive measures in regard to 
the fruit-sulphuring order from Washington, admits that 
but one grain of sulphur dioxide, or sdlphuric acid, 
would be fatal, but that in order to get this amount in 
dried apricots it would be necessary for a man to eat 
three and one-half quarts of dried fruit, as sulphur has 
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water-free fruit—that is to say, the fruit after al] the

More About Salt. 


OSIAH RUSSELL, who recently had a communica- 
B rms in these columns on the subject of salt, in which 
he indorsed the stand taken by the editor on this ques- 
tion, sends the following cepy of a letter, which he ad- 
dressed tm the editor of a poultry paper: 


“Some time ago an advertisement appeared tm The 
Times of 300 tons of hay for sale that Bad been liberally 
salted in the stack. I wrote to the man to inquire what 
opinion the stock would likely have of one who com- 
pelled them to eat salt food. Hew would he like to be 
put on a diet of salt rations, gay codfish? Your advice 
to put salt in the mash for chickens strikes my funny 
bone. What have the helpless chickens ever done to 
you that you should set their immards afire with a fever- 
deman@ing irrigation? You are a sinner, sir.” 

Following are extracts from an article on salt by Dr. 
J. H. Kellogg, in Good Health for January: 

“For thousands of years chloride of sodium, or common 
salt, has beom regarded as one of the necessaries of life. 
For more than half a century, however, facts have been 
coming to light which have ted many tatelligent people 
to become skeptical respecting the mecessity of adding 
this mineral substance, commonly known as cooking 
aalt, to the food. And recently scientific evidence has 
been rapidly accumulating Which points with a consid- 
erable degree of definiteness and certainty toward the 
sonclusion that the addition of salt to the food is of no 
service whatever except to increase the palatability of 
vertain foots, For the benefit of our readers who are 
nterested in this question, we present a short summary 
facts, arguments, and authorities this question. 

“Bunge, perhaps the greatest living authority on the 
subject of physiologic chemistry, states in his work as 
follows: 

“Tt is a very remarkable fact that of all the inorganic 
salts in our bodies we take only one with our organic 
foodstuffs, and that is common salt. We obtain enough 
of all the other salts from the amount contained in our 
food, and we never think of providing ourselves with 
them separately. Common salt forms the only exception 
which is the more remarkable, as our diet is by no 
means deficient in it. All vegetable and animal food 
-ontains considerable quantities of chlorine and sodium.’ 

“It has been demonstrated, again and again, that 
,erbivorous animals thrive as well as do carnivorous 
intmals without salt. The writer has in his private 
yark a herd of deer, all born on the premises. None of 
hese has ever eaten salt. It has often been placed be- 
‘ore them, but they have never shown the slightest de- 
sire for ft. Im fact, they will not touch ft. A pan of 
calt was left in the park with them for several days, and 
was not noticed. When food such as apples, bits of 
orend, etc., is offered to them along with the sak, they 
varefully pick out the food with the tips of their tongues, 
avoiding the salt. One or two of the deer have some- 
times barely touched the very tips of their tongues to 
the salt, but they quickly turn away in disgust, and 
move Of, shaking their heads, the rest following suit, 
and not caring to try the experiment. There are hun- 
dreds of witnesses to the fact that these animals can- 
not be induced to eat salt. [t cannot be supposed that 


ics,’ pp. 282, 283, speaks as follows about salt: 

“‘Most people consume about twenty grams of com- 
mon salt Gaily, witich is probably at least ten times as 
much as is really necessary to meet the needs of the 
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“M. Achard, a well-known French physician, and 
Profs. Strauss, Widal, Lemiere, and Javal have shown 
that in cases of albuminuria the use of salt increased 
the albumin, but by withholding salt entirely, the albu- 
min was made to disappear. Others have recommended 
complete withdrawal of salt from the food im all cases 
of albuminuria and also in cases of latent nephritis. 
This practice has been attended by most excellent re- 
sults. 


“The recent discoveries which connect the use of salt 
with Bright's disease of the kidneys will certainly com- 
mand the attention of thousands of thoughtfal physi- 
cians who perhaps have never before given this matter 
consideration. 

“A French author has recently 
that the blood contains two kinds of chloride of sodium— 
chemical chloride of sodium, and ehloride of sodium in 
organic combinations—from which it seems probable 


that chloride of sodium added to food is not at all essen- | 


tial to health in any case, but is treated simply as 

foreign body, the system being able to utilize as food 
only the chloride which exists as organic combinations | 
in foodstuffs. 

“F. Widal (Presse Medicale, Paris) found that the 
edema and the albumin were both tncreased to a very 
marked extent by adding salt to the food. The otoms | 
disappeared entirely when salt was completely with- 
held. It was observed that the regulation of the amount 
of albumin in the food had no influence upon the edema. 
The edema disappeared even when the patient was sub- 
sisting upon a hearty meat diet, proving chiorid of 
sodium were withheld. The experiment was repeated | 
mine times, and invariably when salt was withdrawn 
the edema disappeared, reappearing as soon as salt was 
added to the food. 

“In cases in which the kidneys are somewhat crippled, 
this drug cannot be altogether harmiess when tsed by 
persons In ordinary health. That salt, when freely used, 
impairs digestion Is well known. [It has been shown 
that it lessens the antiseptic or germicidal power of the 


+ gastric juice, and in other ways interferes with the di- 


gestive process.” 

Don’t take the word of the edftor—backed though it 
may be by the opinions of other far more eminent fn- 
vestigators of the food question—that the mineral chio- 
ride of sodium, common table salt, is a poison and is 
exceedingly harmful to the health. Give the suggestion 
atrial. Gradually diminish the amount of salt you con- 
sume unti] you get down to nothing, at the same time 
consuming plenty of chlorine and sodium tn food. In 
this way you will be less uncomfortably affected by 
breaking away from this superfluous addition to your 
menu. You will find the change beneficial, In several 
ways. For one thing, you will be less Mable to “catch 
cold,” or the grip, which seems just now to be extend- 
ing all over the western hemiaphere, in epidemic form. 

A Long Beach correspondent asks what the editor 
thinks about the injection of “normal salt solution” into 
the circulation as a blood producer. This is sometimes 
used by physicians in extreme cases, because it has 
about the same specific gravity as the blood. It can only 
be regarded as a temporary expedient much like giving 
a little whisky to a drowning man. There are hygienic 
measures that can be adopted which render such a prac- 
tice unnecessary.
